Tho enormously large daily subscriptions 


to tho four per coat, lonu oausen much en- 
courngemeut nt the Treasury Deportment, 
mid tlio Secretary is confident that tho four 
por cents, will bo largely absorbed during 
this Administration. Tho whole amount of 
four per cents, authorized is ono thousand 
millions. Under tho same bill tho Secre- 
tary was authorized to fund three hundred 
millions into four-aafl.half per cont3. Thero 
still remains a largo balance of thoae bonds 
unplaced, on account of their withdrawal 
by tho Ssorotary and tho substitution of the 
four por cents.

THE rOLTGAMY CASE. 


A decision waa rendered this afternoon 


in the United States Supreme Court in tho 
case of Geo. Iteynolds against the United 
States, brought hero by appeal from tho 
Supremo Court of Utah. This case involves 
tho whole question of polygamy in tho terri- 
tories and tho constitutionality of the laws 
passed by Congress for its suppression. 
.Reynolds was indicted by the grand jury for 
contracting a bigamous marriage. 
Ho was 


tried in tho '.Third Judicial Court of Utah 
and found guilty. Ho appealed to tho Su- 
premo Court of tho territory, and finally to 
this Court, which now affirms the judgment 
of the lower tribunals, aau decides that 
Congress had power to pass laws prohibit- 
ing pylygamous marriages in Utah, and that 
such lows aro constitutional.

Gen. Grant, who represents the governing 
party in that country. 
Thero can bo no

'Either was there any thing in tho 


government of tho ex-President objaotiona- 
blo to tho Irish people, nor unpleasant lo 
tho Irish in America., Probably Gon. Grant 
would again be at tho head of the United 
States, in which event it would bo to tho 
interest of our fellow-countrymen iu Amer- 
ica if a proper recognition was given him 
on his arrival at Cork." 


Mr. Barry, extreme Nationalist, said tho 


ex-President had insulted tho Irish pooplo 
in America. He got up tho "No Popery" 
cry there. 


Mr. Tracy said it would bo unbecoming 


for tho Catholic constituency of Cork to 
welcome such a man. 
It 
would bo un- 


generous to refuse him hospitality if ho do- 
served it, but ho saw nothing in Gou Grant's 
career that called for sympathy from the 
Irish nation. He never thought of tho Irish 
rone as he thought of others, and ho went 
out of his way to insult their religion. 


Mr. Sawyer, an advanced Nationalist, 


would not couple Grant's name with Ameri- 
ca. The Irish who sought refuge iu tho 
United States had received kindness and 
attention from American people. President 
Grant had never given them tho same rec- 
ognition as other inhabitants. It would be 
an impropriety to pay any mark of respect 
personally to Gou. Grout. 


Messrs. McSwoony and Creedon, Nation- 


alists, spoke to tho some effect, and with a 
great shout of "nye," there beiug no dis- 
senting voices, Cork refused toroceivo Gen- 
eral Grout. 


This action has produced a profound sen- 


sation throughout Ireland. Tho people aro 
grieved at it as a violation of tko rilea of 
hospitality.

In paring 
and trimming the shape given should nl- 
wftys*be as long and oval as possible. 
To 


out a nail square of? gives the nail a stubby 
look. The corners should bo carefully and 
closely cut, and the center left long so as to 
give tho long, oval shape. 
In 
clean- 


ing the nails the knife should never scrape 
off the inner substance of the nail, oa thia 
renders the edge opaque and muddy in ap- 
pearance, whereas it should bq transparent. 
Tho nail is susceptible of a high degree of 
polish by rubbing with tho towel when dry- 
ing the hands. 


The habit of biting the nails is one agciuEt 


which children should ho carefully guarded. 
It in ruinous to the very structure of tho 
nail, and nnce acquired is one of the most 
difficult habits to break. This ia evidenced 
by the fact that some men and women, but 
more especially men, hove a habit of biting 
their uaila when reading or stru'jing, of 
which they are perfectly unconsaioua. 
Not 


a few lawyers and clergymen occur to mind, 
whoso nails are almost a deformity as a re- 
sult of this habit.—[St..Louis Post.
